THE QUALIFICATIONS OF A PUB¬ 
LISHER. 

There is no profession, so far as our knowl¬ 
edge goes, that seems to tempt the untrained 
outsider to fill up his spare time so much 
as docs that of publishing. Every day, al¬ 
most, offers are made to fill the places of re¬ 
viewers, critics, publishers’ readers, assistant 
publishers, and what not, by men and women 
who, though they may have acquired some 
learning, have absolutely no training for, and 
often not even a knowledge of the require¬ 
ments of the positions to which they wish to 
devote a part of their unoccupied time. 

Almost every college graduate entering upon 
a profession in which the acquisition of clients 
is a matter of time and patient waiting, is 
prepared to undertake reviewing, and imagines 
that he can at the very least greatly supple¬ 
ment his income by doing so. As every pub¬ 
lisher can tell him, never was there a more 
complete delusion. It is, to begin with, a pro¬ 
found error to suppose that everybody who 
can read a book is competent to write a re¬ 
view of it: for reviewing* even of the most 
ordinary kind, requires considerable knowl¬ 
edge. For good criticism not only a general 
knowledge is necessary, but also some special 
lines of knowledge, as well as a knack of 
presenting the results in a bright and inter¬ 
esting form—all qualities which the average 
applicant for these positions does not possess, 
of which, indeed, he is often entirely ignorant. 


Nor is the remuneration ever adequate. Of- 
tener than not, reviewing is undertaken by 
very competent persons as a pleasant recrea¬ 
tion and without expectation of any other 
material reward than the books reviewed. In 
the other cases the work is done by the edi¬ 
torial staff of the papers in which the re¬ 
views appear. 

If reviewing is not to be undertaken with¬ 
out special qualification and training, how pre¬ 
posterous, then, is the offer from the dilletanti 
to assist the publisher in his delicate and diffi¬ 
cult work. “Claudius Clear,” under which 
pen-name, we believe, Dr. R. W. Nicoll, the 
editor of the London Bookman, hides his 
identity, who recently wrote to The British 
Weekly on this subject, puts the case quite 
tersely as follows: 

“Outsiders, apparently, cannot be made to 
understand the ways of publishers. Suc¬ 
cessful publishers are almost always very good 
judges as to what will sell. No publisher 
can afford to conduct his business except on 
business principles. He may occasionally in¬ 
dulge himself by publishing a book he ad¬ 
mires, but which he knows he will lose money 
upon, but such indulgences must be restricted. 
In the great majority of cases manuscripts 
sent in are judged simply by the publishers, 
and are not submitted to any reader. In the 
cases where opinions are asked, publishers 
have a circle of well-known experts at their 
disposal, and it is possible for one man to ad¬ 
vise more or less half a dozen publishers. 
The publisher’s reader in these days is not 
what he used to be—a person who reads man¬ 
uscripts sent in. He is the man of ideas, who 
suggests subjects on which books may be 
written, and finds the authors, who plans se¬ 
ries of books, who keeps his eyes upon rising 
genius. A successful publisher may bring 
out, say, a hundred books in the year, and if 
five of these are taken from the manuscripts 
sent in, it is a very fair proportion. To be 
able to suggest books to publishers a man 
must know a great deal. He must have a 
large experience, he ought to be able to say 
pretty nearly how many copies of his book 
any well-known author may be expected to 
sell. In these days the publisher has in many 
cases to pay large sums in advance for the 
books he publishes. He cannot afford to pay 
these sums on mere guesswork. He must 
proceed otherwise. He must know himself, 
and have advisers who know, the market 
value of authors. He must also have men 
who can gauge the public taste to some ex¬ 
tent. Nobody can be very sure of his judg¬ 
ment in this respect. All that can be said is 
that some are better judges of the popular 
taste than others, that even the best judges 
must make mistakes. The idea that anybody 
with a little literary taste and reading is fit 
to undertake this most delicate and vital work 
is really monstrous. . . . 

“A very common delusion is that a man 
may be useful in a publishers’ office, although 
he is not conceited enough to think that he 
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can write or that he can advise in the publi¬ 
cation of books. ... It is not conceivable 
that an ordinary young man should be of any 
use in a publisher’s office unless he goes 
through the mill. The common thought appears 
to be that a young man studying for the bar, 
for example, might give a few hours of his val¬ 
uable time to a publisher and receive an income 
in return. I have often wondered what some of 
my friends would say if I sent them young 
men who were preparing to be journalists and 
would give them two or three hours’ help in 
their law cases. A lawyer would say that the 
young man must give himself to the law, and 
must begin at the beginning. Well, publishing 
is just as much a profession as the law is. It 
is just as highly technical a calling as watch¬ 
making is. Nobody is of any use who does 
not give his whole time, and who has not gone 
through the training. No first-class publisher 
would take any one and teach him the busi¬ 
ness without receiving a handsome premium, 
and the chances are that lie would not take 
him for any premium. I will give a few illus¬ 
trations of what a publisher must know. 

“In the first place, he ought to understand 
thoroughly the business of printing, and that 
business is‘not learnt in an hour. In the sec¬ 
ond place, he should know how to buy paper, 
and that is at once a most important and a 
most difficult business. Of course he will 
have his own experts in these matters, but 
he ought to be able, and as a rule is able, to 
control his experts, and to check their judg¬ 
ment. It is not unusual, in fact it is quite 
common, for publishers to pay premiums to 
printers for two or three years before they go 
into publishing. In the next place, he ought 
to understand all about book-binding. Then 
he ought to know thoroughly the book market 
in his own country, as well as abroad. It is 
often of vital importance to know where to 
put to the best advantage the unsold copies 
of a book. Whether the book pays in the long 
run or not will depend upon that. Such 
knowledge is the result of years and years of 
watchful experience.” 

The case, in short, is that no one with¬ 
out special training, however clever or learned 
he may be, would be anything other than a 
hindrance to a publisher unless, indeed, he 
were content in helping to address wrappers 
or deliver messages. Even the packing and 
dispatching of books would require some 
training and experience. 


The literary “'American invasion” of Eng¬ 
land is making headway sure enough. A few 
’weeks ago we counted in the bibliographic 
list of the London Publishers’ Circular twen 
ty books by American authors out of sixty 
recorded for one week. During the week 
ending August 3 the London correspondent 
of the New York Evening Post reports that 
“seven novels have been published by English 
houses, and three out of the seven are by 
American authors. They comprise Maurice 
Thompson’s ‘Alice of Old Vincennes,’ Theo¬ 


dore Dreiser’s ‘Sister Carrie,’ and Will 
Payne’s ‘Story of Eva.’ J. M. Mowbray’s ‘A 
Journey to Nature’ and Hugh McHugh’s 
‘John Henry’ have also been published in 
London this week. And these bring up the 
leaven of American books in the departments 
of fiction and belles-lettres to 50 per cent. 
Furthermore, four of the five American books 
I have instanced are by common consent far 
and away the best books which have been 
published during the week.” And yet there 
are still some Englishmen left who seriously 
wonder “who reads an American book?” 

CENTENNIAL OF THE HERDER’SCHE 
VERLAGSHANDLUNG. 

On November 27 next, the Herder’sche 
Verlagshandlung, at Freiburg in the Breisgau, 
whose American agency is carried on under 
the firm-name of B. Herder, at St. Louis, Mo., 
will have been in existence one hundred years. 
The founder of the house, Bartholomew Her¬ 
der, was born August 22, 1774, at Rottweil-on- 
the-Neckar. In November, 1801, he established 
himself at Meersburg, on the Lake of Con¬ 
stance, and here the Herder’sche Verlagshand¬ 
lung had its beginnings. In 1810 the business 
was transferred to Constance, and in 1810, on 
the secularization of the bishopric of Con¬ 
stance, it was removed to Freiburg, where it 
has remained ever since. When Bartholomew 
Herder died, March 11, 1839, his sons Benja¬ 
min (born July 31, 1818,) and Karl Raphael, 
(born November 2. 1816,) continued the 

business. In July, 1856, Karl Raphael Herder 
retired, and his brother Benjamin continued 
the business alone until January, 1868, when 
he was joined by Franz Joseph Hutter, of 
Ravensburg. On November 10, 1888, Benja¬ 
min Herder died, his widow following him 
sixteen days later. Benjamin was succeeded 
by his only son, Hermann Herder, born No¬ 
vember 14, 1864. In July. 1892, Adolf Streber, 
a nephew of Benjamin Herder, and for some 
time manager of the Munich branch of the 
firm, became a partner. Hutter died in 1895. 
and since then Herman Herder and Adolf 
Streber have been the sole proprietors. The 
firm, which has always made a speciality of 
Catholic books, engravings, music, church or¬ 
naments, etc., produces about two hundred new 
books yearly, and prints works in about thirty 
different languages. It has branches in 
Munich. Vienna and Strassburg. Its branch 
in St. Louis, Mo., was opened August 23. 
1873. as successors to the business of F. 
Saler & H. Vering, and is conducted at 17 
South Broadway by Joseph Gummersbach. As 
festivities in November would interfere too 
seriously with work, the firm anticipated the 
anniversary by a celebration on July 31. On 
behalf of the American book trade we extend 
greetings to this venerable concern and its 
representatives, and trust that another in our 
place may be able a hundred years hence to 
extend similar greetings to another genera 
tion who shall as honorably maintain the repu¬ 
tation of the Herder’sche Verlagshandlung 
as did their predecessors. 
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NOVEL ADVERTISING. 

“Are you the man with the $100 ?” was 
tried in Chicago’s streets by Siegel, Cooper & 
Co. at the noon hour a fortnight or so ago. 
The condition was that the questioner should 
have in hand a copy of the novel “Graustark,” 
recently published by Herbert S. Stone & Co. 
According to Printers' Ink, “various practical 
iokes were played. Thus, a number of men 
answered in the affirmative and handed forth 
confederate bills; another took the names and 
addresses (one of the conditions) before re¬ 
plying in the negative; others would start an 
animated discussion in order to draw a 
crowd. The man with the money came around 
ten minutes before the end of the time al¬ 
lotted. He proceeded vigorously to ask the 
question, and had gone about fifty feet when 
a school boy repeated it to him and secured 
the prize.” 


IS THE SIXPENNY BOOK DOOMED? 

The feeling in England over the sixpenny 
book is getting to be acute. “The poor but 
intelligent reading public” is clamoring for 
more—they haven’t half enough, according to 
the literary press; while on the other hand 
the trade' claims that there are not enough of 
“the poor but intelligent” people to make the 
publishing of sixpenny books profitable to 
either the publisher or author, while the book¬ 
seller makes next to nothing in handling 
them. 

Grant Richards, one of the most enterpris¬ 
ing English publishers, recently gave his 
opinion on the subject as follows: 

“Except in rare instances, the profit on six¬ 
penny books to both publishers and booksell • 
er is too small for really successful trading,. 
even when the editions are all sold; the trou¬ 
ble is disproportionate to the result; and, 
moreover, while the average purchaser can 
wait a few inonths and gets his well-known 
novel at 4 J /*d., he is hardly likely to put down 
4s. 6d. for it in the book shops merely for 
the pleasure of reading it while it is still hot 
from the press. As things are now, author, 
publisher and bookseller suffer in two ways: 
The sale of the novel at six shillings is re¬ 
duced, and money and energy are lost there; 
at sixpence, in a great many cases, money is 
lost again, for even when reinforced from 
above, the sixpenny public is not large enough 
or voracious enough to cope with the supply; 
the supply vastly exceeds the demand. No. 
the sixpenny trade was a good one to com¬ 
mence with: it was a good one for its pio¬ 
neers, and while it was confined to a few very 
popular books: but it would certainly be well 
to hear what in this present year have been 
the circulations of the scores of books that 
have followed one another almost at the 
rate of a daily paper. The truth is that we 
'publishers seldom have an original idea, and 
when one man starts a fresh scheme of any 
kind, either literary or commercial, we all 
tumble over each other to follow his example. 
The dominance of fiction and its over-produc¬ 
tion in its six-shilling form were sufficiently 
rapidly bringing the trade into a condition of 
absolute feebleness; the sixpenny editions are 
completing that work.” 


“Here,” says the London correspondent of 
the New York Evening Post, “is the whole 
matter in a nutshell. What is going to hap • 
pen no man may say, but it is pretty certain 
that in spite of the ‘public demand’ and the 
‘enterprise’ of certain publishers, the sixpenny 
book is doomed, for the simple reason that the 
booksellers are beginning to discover that 
even when you have sold a lot of it you are 
not much in pocket.” 


RECORD PRICES FOR RARE BOOKS. 

The London Daily News on the 1st inst. 
published a long and instructive article on 
“The Book Sales of the Season,” with a list 
of fifty-four books that fetched £100 or more. 
The following six books brought £400 and

A SCHEME TO COUNTERACT THE BOOK- 
LOVERS’ LIBRARY. 

Toledo, O., August 7, 1901. 
To the Editor of The Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir : Noting the remarks of some of 
the members of the American Booksellers’ 
Association in your August 3d issue, we 
thought possibly you might be interested in 
hearing about our plan of conducting a cir¬ 
culating library. 

In our retail department we have set apart 
sufficient room to accommodate this library, 
and we add to it as fast as necessity demands. 

Each book is covered with a substantial pa¬ 
per wrapper, bearing on one side the name of 
the Franklin Circulating Library, and the ad¬ 
dress of the Franklin Printing and Engrav¬ 
ing Co., the back having on a label the name 
of the author and title. 

The books are sold at $1.20 each, and we 
give the purchaser the option of returning as 
noted on the slip pasted inside the paper 
cover, which is as follows: 

"return privilege. 

If you return this book in good condition with¬ 


in one week we refund. $1.10 

Within two weeks we refund. 1.00 

Within four weeks we refund. 00 

Within eight weeks we refund. 80 

Within twelve weeks we refund. 60 


The return privilege ceases after twelve weeks.” 

The books are all numbered, and when a 
sale is made the number and date of purchase 
is put on our cash slip, and these slips are 
entered in a book register the next morning. 
This gives us instant reference as to how long 
the book has been out. how many copies of the 
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book are in the library and how much each 
book earns. 

The Franklin Printing & Eng. C6. 

Toronto, Ont., August 6, 1901. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: I have just read with much in¬ 
terest your report of the annual meeting of 
the American Booksellers’ Association, par¬ 
ticularly the discussion relating to the Book- 
lovers’ Library. There is some talk of a 
branch of this library being opened up in 
Toronto this fall. I do not recommend them 
to come, as I do not think their scheme will 
interest Canadian book buyers, if for no other 
reason than the one, that they can buy all the 
leading books of fiction at about half Ameri¬ 
can publishers’ prices, most of these books 
retailing here—in Canadian editions—at 75 
cents, and selling at 65 cents net almost uni¬ 
versally. 

However, as one bookseller in Toronto, we 
have a little Booklovers’ Library of our own 
in the form of a “reading club”—particulars 
of which I enclose. We have tested this 
scheme for about two years and find it all 
right. 

The terms of membership are: 

1. Entrance Fee—50 cents per annum. 

2. “Reading Club M Fee, per week--10 cents per 
volume, payable strictly in advance. 

3. Books kept out over seven days—10 cents per 
week extra. 

4. Books kept out over three weeks will be charged 
up to Subscriber—less the fee paid on taking out the 
book. 

5. Books must be returned in good order. 

6. Books cannot be delivered by us. 

7. Any book oi fiction in stock to the value of 
$1.50 retail, may be taken out. 

We find that the books are well kept, and 
returned promptly and in good order. The 
cover we put on the book protects it very well. 

Books which have been read six or eight 
times frequently sell at full value, although 
we generally sell a book which has been read 
pretty often at a reduced price. We prefer 
giving out cloth books, but frequently give 
the paper bindings. 

As we have been frequently requested to en¬ 
large our membership—and will probably do 
so in the fall—we do not fear very much any 
competition from the Booklovers’ Library in 
this town. We have kept the membership 
down to 200 so far, but will have to enlarge 
it again shortly. 

Do you not think this scheme could suc¬ 
cessfully combat the library in some of your 
American cities?

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

THE COPYRIGHT CONGRESS AT HERNE. 

The International Literary and Artistic 
Copyright Congress held its first sitting at 
Berne, August 8. It discussed the scheme for 
a revision of the Berne convention, and de¬ 
cided immediately to begin the plan for what, 
it is hoped, will prove an ideal convention, 
embodying all the modifications advocated by 
the varying interests. The scheme will be 
submitted to all the literary and artistic so¬ 
cieties of the world, with the view of eliciting 
suggestions and criticism, so that it may be 
recast by the new congress at Naples. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

We note with regret, as will his many 
friends in and out of the trade, the death, on 
July 27, of the wife of M. E. Stone. Jr., of 
the firm of Herbert S. Stone & Co., of Chi¬ 
cago. Mr. Stone married not quite a year 
•Jgo. 

In our obituary note of Henry Miller, last 
week, we inadvertentl} referred to him as 
James Miller, an old friend and boon com¬ 
panion of Henry Miller, as well as a fellow 
bookseller, who preceded him on the last long 
journey many years ago. 

Michael Kerney, for forty years chief 
cataloguer and literary adviser of Bernard 
Quaritch, and a remarkable linguist, died in 
London last week. He had an unequalled 
knowledge of books and ancient manuscripts, 
and wrote anonymously several works of great 
value to collectors. He was born in Dublin 
in 1838. 

James Greville Clarke, senior partner in 
the firm of James Clarke & Co., publishers of 
The Literary World, one of the most enter¬ 
prising literary journals published in Eng¬ 
land, died July 28. He was born December 
10, 1854, and when his father, James Clarke, 
the founder of the firm, died in 1888, he suc¬ 
ceeded to the editorship of The Christian 
World. 

Baron Adolf Erik Nordenskjold, the arc¬ 
tic explorer and naturalist, died August 12, at 
Stockholm. He was born in Helsingfors, the 
capital of Finland, November 18, 1832, and 
was descended from a Swedish family long 
eminent in scientific pursuits. His participa¬ 
tion .in several students’ meetings incurred the 
suspicion of the Russian authorities. Obliged 
to leave his native land, he settled in Sweden. 
In 1858 lie first entered on his arctic travels 
by accompanying Torell to Spitzbergen. In 
1868 he started in the government steamer 
Sofia, which reached latitude 81 0 42". In 
1876. after a flying visit to this country, Nor¬ 
denskjold began to prepare for his successful 
attempt to accomplish the Northeast passage. 
The King of Sweden was among those who 
promised their aid for the project, and in July, 

1878. the explorer started on his famous voy¬ 
age in the Vega. The vessel wintered near 
Behring Strait and was free of ice in July. 

1879, reaching Japan on September 2 of that 
year. On his return to Europe Nordenskjold 
was enthusiastically welcomed. Honors were 
showered upon him. He wrote a number of 
works relating to his expeditions and voyages. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Brinsley Johnson will publish a new edi¬ 
tion of Douglas Jerrold’s “Mrs. Caudle’s 
Curtain Lectures,” with all the original Punch 
illustrations by Leech and Doyle, the later 
pictures by Charles Keene, and an introduc¬ 
tion by the author’s grandson, Walter Cope¬ 
land Jerrold. 

William Abbatt, the author of “The Crisis 
of the Revolution” and “The Story of Ar¬ 
nold and Andre.” has written a new work, 
entitled “The Battle of Pell’s Point—Pel¬ 
ham,” which occurred on October 18. 1776. 
and according to evidence discovered by Mr. 
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Abbatt was more disastrous to the British 
army than the battle at Monmouth. 

According to the London correspondent of 
the New York Times Saturday Review , “Dr 
Robertson Nicoll insists that a woman wrote 
‘An Englishwoman’s Love Letters,’ and that 
John Murray, who brought out that widely- 
read book here, will publish a new volume by 
her in the fall. Who wrote ‘The Aristo¬ 
crats,’ however, is still the burning question. 
John Lane, who publishes the book, says that 
everybody will know in October. Mean 
while he admits that those critics who in 
sisted that the author was well known as a 
writer in America are correct.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Cornhill Booklet for August opens 
with a fine bit of thought by Edwin Osgood 
Grover, entitled “The City of Our Ideals.” 
The main portion of the book, devoted to se 
lections from Sir Thomas Overbury’s “Char¬ 
acters,” is gracefully introduced by Oscar 
Fay Adams. 

An attractive feature of Harper's Maga¬ 
zine for September will be a paper of “Rem 
iniscences of George Eliot,” by Frederic Har 
rison, who visited this country last winter. 
This article will be of especial importance to 
those students of George Eliot who are in¬ 
terested in Positivism, as it defines more 
clearly than has been heretofore done the 
famous novelist’s relation towards the Posi¬ 
tivist movement. _ 

BIBILIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Hodder & Stoughton, London, will publish 
in the fall a new edition of Patrick Walker’s 
“Bibliographica Presbyteriana,” with a preface 
by S. R. Crockett.

Elder & Shepard, San Francisco, Cal., have 
in preparation a new book of verse by Lo¬ 
renzo Sosso, entitled “In the Realms of 
Gold.” 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish shortly John 
Bloundelle-Burton’s romance, “The Year 
One,” the scene of which is the Paris of the 
French Revolution. 

Sibley & Ducker, Boston, will publish at 
the end of this month a text-book entitled 
“First Year English—Syntax and Composi¬ 
tion,” by George Ansel Watrous, of the Utica 
(N. Y.) Free Academy.

The dramatic rights in “Graustark,” by 
George B. McCutcheon, which ranks as one 
of the best-selling books here and in Canada, 
have been sold to Miss Mary Mannering. w T ho 
will produce the play in this country during 
the coming season. The rights for England 
have been sold to Mr. Fred. Terry and Miss 
Julien Neilson, who will also produce the 
play this winter. A large edition of the book 
has been marketed in England. 

John Murray, London, will publish short¬ 
ly “The Life and Times of George Joachim 
Goschen. Publisher and Printer of Leipzig, 
1752-1829.” by his grandson. Viscount Gos¬ 
chen. The w r ork will contain extracts from 
the elder Goschen’s correspondence with 
Goethe, Schiller, Klopstock, Wieland, Koer- 
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ner, and many other leading authors and men 
of letters of his time. The illustrations will 
include reproductions of rare and unfamiliar 
portraits. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish shortly 
“A History of Rome to a.d. 500,” with es¬ 
says, maps, and aids to memory arranged 
specially for use in the higher forms of 
schools and at universities, by Eustace H. 
Miles. They have nearly ready a new edition 
of Grant Allen's “Colin Clout’s Calendar,” 
which appeared some years ago and was very 
popular, but for a long time has been entirely 
out of print. It represents the author in his 
most pleasing mood, and is a record of a 
summer from April to October. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish to-day, in ad¬ 
vance of the date previously announced, “The 
Death of the Gods,” the novel by the new 
Russian writer, Dimitri Merejkowsky, re¬ 
ferred to in our issue for August 10. The 
translation has been made, by arrangement 
with the author, by Herbert Trench. They 
have in preparation a work entitled “The 
American Armory and Blue Book,” edited by 
John Matthews, which will “record the arms 
and lineage of American citizens and register 
the landmarks of family history.” 

M. F. Mansfield & Co. have ready the 
third edition of “Drifting,” a book which 
points out the difference between the states¬ 
man and the politician, and gives a startling 
picture of the political and industrial con¬ 
ditions of England at the moment. “How to 
Write a Novel” is the new volume in the 
How to Series; there is a “Souvenir of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan,” a brief sketch of his life 
and works by Walter J. Wells, with portraits, 
facsimiles and illustrations; and a story by R. 
S. Warren Bell, entitled “Bachelorland.” 

Harper & Brothers will publish in Sep¬ 
tember Gilbert Parker’s new novel, “The 
Right of Way,” which has just been con¬ 
cluded in the August Harper's Monthly. They 
have in preparation two volumes of poems, 
one by Thomas Hardy, entitled “Poems of 
Feeling, Dream and Deed,” and one by W. E. 
Henley, entitled “Hawthorn and Lavender;” 
also, a collection of stories bv John Kendrick 
Bangs, entitled “Over the Plum Pudding,” 
which will form one of the volumes of Har¬ 
pers Portrait Collection of Short Stories. 

James Pott & Co. have in preparation two 
works dealing with French history. The one 
will be entitled “The Bastille,” by Captain D. 
Bingham, which will be in two volumes, il¬ 
lustrated with many portraits and historical 
scenes. Besides the trade edition there will 
be an edition de luxe of 150 copies. The 
other volume will be entitled “The Court and 
Reign of Francis 1., King of France,” by 
Julia Pardoe, with an introduction by Pro¬ 
fessor Adolphe Cohn, of Columbia University. 
It will be in three volumes, with photogravure 
frontispieces. 

The Palmetto Press, Aiken, S. C., (W. L. 
Washburn,) has in preparation a little-known 
romance by William Morris, entitled “Svend 
and His Brethren.” The book, which in 


composition, presswork and binding will be 
entirely Mr. Washburn’s handiwork, will be 
modelled after the design of some of the 
smaller Kelmscott books, 4^2 x 5inches, and 
will be printed on Kelmscott paper imported 
specially. The title-page has been designed by 
Miss Annie I. Colcoch. The edition will be 
limited to seventy-nine copies on Kelmscott 
paper, and two copies on vellum. 

McClure. Phillips & Co. will publish 
September 5 four new novels: “Tristram of 
Blent,” by Anthony Hope; “The Western¬ 
ers,” by Stewart Edward White; “Jack 
Racer,” by Henry Somerville; and “By Bread 
Alone,” by J. K. Friedman. The last three 
are by western writers. The indications are 
that Anthony Hope’s new novel, “Tristram of 
Blent,” will be received with much interest. 
A month before the date of issue the pub¬ 
lishers were obliged to begin preparations for 
a second edition, and the probabilities are 
that a third will be required before the first 
reaches the public.

“Middlemarch,” forming volumes vii. and vm. 
of the Personal edition of George Eliot’s 
works. They will publish shortly a book 
of especial interest to boys of all ages, 
entitled “A Year in a Trawl, being a true 
story from the log of Captain Ransom,” by 
Russell Doubleday. It is founded on the ac¬ 
tual remarkable trip made by four boys in a 
thirty-foot yawl of their own construction. 
Starting from Lake Michigan, these adven¬ 
turous young men sailed by way of canal and 
rivers to the mouth of the Mississippi; thence 
they coasted along the gulf shore, rounded 
the end of Florida, and made their way up 
the Atlantic coast to Norfolk. Philadelphia 
and New York. 
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J. B. Lippincott Company have in prepara¬ 
tion for publication in the fall the fourth vol¬ 
ume of their “true” biographies which have 
had such a wide vogue. The title will be 
“The True Thomas Jefferson,” and the 
writer is. William Ellroy Curtis, the veteran 
newspaper correspondent at Washington and 
writer on public affairs. The volume will be 
uniform in binding and decoration with its 
predecessors in the series. The increasing in¬ 
terest in the work of George Eliot will bring 
from the Lippincott press this autumn a new 
library edition of her novels in twelve vol¬ 
umes. The volumes will be issued one each 
month, and will be handsomely illustrated 
with photogravures and appropriately bound 
in cloth with gilt top. Another new edition 
will present William H. Ainsworth’s novels in 
twenty volumes, published in connection with 
Giddings & Co., of London.

The 
new and enlarged edition of John Rae’s “Con¬ 
temporary Socialism.” postponed last spring, 
is now ready: and a valuable text-book in 
practical politics will be “Government in State 
and Nation.” by James A. James and A. H 
Sanford. Other books almost ready are “Be¬ 
fore the Play.” four short comedies by Evan¬ 
geline Wilbour Blashfield, with illustrations 
by Edwin Howland Blashfield; “Wall and 
Water Gardens,” by Gertrude Jekyll; and 
“The Ruling Passion: tales of nature and hu¬ 
man nature.” by Henry Van Dyke. The 
Thornton edition of the “ Bronte Novels” is 
now completed by the publication of the 
twelfth volume.
